wife for extravaganee? Some folks, more 
happily, take it out on the woodpile and find 
that splitting a stack of knotty oak makes 
them fairly good-tempered once more. 
Sometimes low prices, which mean a blow 
to the hopes of farmers for all sorts of im- 
provements, lead to more dangerous outbreaks. 
A study of cotton prices and lynechings in 
fourteen southern states shows that when cot- 
ton prices fell, the number of lynchings in- 
creased. And when cotton prices rose and 
farmers were feeling better, the number of 
lynehings went down. 


We wonder what a study of corn and hog 
prices in the middle-west would show? 

Very probably we would find that when 
prices were low there were more neighbor- 
hood quarrels, more fights over fences, more 
church splits, and more family rows than dur- 
ing up-swings. 

Since we can’t do anything about the price 
of hogs at the minute the price breaks, and 
since our feelings demand some expression, 
we kick the dog. Maybe it would be better 
to remember that hog prices drop because of 
overproduction, that overproduetion of hogs 
follows overproduction of corn, that the rem- 
edy for low hog prices is to get corn acreage 
under control, and that the action needed is

crops are good, so as to support the price in 
such years, and so as to prevent too high 
prices and too much livestock liquidation in 
years of short crops. 

The purpose of corn loans is not to give the 
farmer an additional bonus. Yet that is just 
what happened last fall, and as a result many 
farmers are thinki of corn loans in those 
terms, 

It was a serious mistake to sell loan corn 
back to farmers at a figure well below the loan 
value. That can’t be helped now, but a simi- 
lar mistake should be avoided by all means 
next fall. 

The purpose of corn loans is to keep exces- 
sive supplies off the market, and to stabilize 
livestock production and prices by keeping 
such excessive supplies from being fed and 
thus starting a livestock cycle. But just the 
opposite effect results when the sealed corn 
is sold back to the farmer, not in a poor year 
when he needs it, but in a good year when he 


buys it back just because it is cheap, and ex. 
pands his livestock operations so as to use it 

Already some farmers are making definit 
livestock expansion plans based on the ide 
that they will be able to buy back their seal 
corn next fall at 40 cents or so a bushel. 

If this isn’t stopped, the whole corn loa 
plan will blow up. Sealed corn should not | 
sold, for livestock feeding or for any oth 
purpose, except when it is needed at a price 
least equal to the loan value. We must ke 
the stored supplies from getting too large bh 
proper adjustment of acreage. 

If we will do that, we can have a perm 
nent and constructive farm program. W 
can’t have such a program if we continue 
violate its fundamental principles by selli: 
sealed corn back to growers at a discount.

BIG LANDLORDS 


While the Vandenberg amend- 
ment to the AAA law hurts ten- 
ants by preventing big landlords 
from getting more than $10,000 
in conservation payments, a num- 
her of corporations owning many 
farms are coming into the 1939 
program anyway. 


Tho they lose part of the con- 
servation payment, they will get 
parity payments and be eligible 
fer corn loans. So tenants on 
some of these farms will get a 
chance to participate, and with- 
out paying heavy rentals on land 
taken out of corn. 


Corn belt congressmen and the 
New Deal administration have 
been trying to revise the law to 
permit conservation payments to 
big landlords who split payments 
with tenants, but so far have not 
succeeded.

Temperature and Pullets 


Brooder house room temperature 
has no measurable effect upon sex- 
ual development in pullets, accord- 
ing to studies made by the Pennsyl- 
vania agricultural experiment station. 
Humidity differences also had no 
noticeable influence 

It was found, however, that pul- 
lets brooded with electricity, when 
the brooder heat was applied by 
means of exposed, black-heat resist- 
ance coils, were slower in attaining 
sexual maturity than comparable 
pullets exposed to other sources of 
Lbrooder heat 

Heavy grain consumption by im- 
mature pullets was not found to re- 
tard sexual development. 


Busy Farm Women 

To the Editor: Our farm flock 
enjoyed the warm weather and sun- 
shine of late. I usually let the hens 
out when I gather the eggs at noon. 
When they are kept in that long, 
they lay most of their eggs in the 
laying house, tho a few insist on 
laying in the gangway of the barn. 

By keeping the hens in this long, 
they also have a chance to eat plen- 
ty of laying mash. There really isn’t 
much for them to get outside, and 
they get so excited and run about so 
much that they don’t take time to 








eat enough. It gives me a good 
chance to clean their house when 
I do let them out. 

The hens are laving as well as I 
can expect; about 60 per cent of the 
flock lay each day.Of course, several 
of them (eleven to be exact) want to | 
sit. Just now, they are incarcerated | 
in the official sitting hen coop out- 
side. It had to be made warmer by 
putting worn linoleum around it to 
keep cold wind out and some boards 


to cover the cracks in the bottom. 


Cure Sitting Hens 
When it gets really warm, I will 
take away this extra protection, but 


I do not want them to get roup. This 
coop is off the ground a few inches 
and does not have to be moved 
around There are two galvanized 
troughs fastened inside for the hens

This heavy production was the result of five 
years of greater than usual corn production, in the period 1919-23. 
Since the United States was still exporting pork and lard in great 


volume, heavy production in these years didn’t do the damage that a 
smaller production did in 1932-33, after the Smoof-Hawley tariff and 
militarism abroad had wrecked exports. 


Hog production outside the corn belt was much higher in the period 


from 1910 to 1924 than in any year since. In the 1920-24 period, for 
instance, the southern states had 16,690,000 head, as against 14,627,000 
head in January of this year. The 1934 drou made a big slash in 
hog production in the corn belt, but made only ght ch in other
